RESOLUTION 

No. 6/6/2009-E&MDA—In continuation of the Government Resolution No. 6/5/2003- 
E&MDA dated the 7th March, 2006 and with a view to also provide for short term cover under 
National Export Insurance Account (NEIA) Scheme and use of NEIA funds upto Rs. 350/- crores 
for the financial year 2008-09 and 2009-10, the Government have decided to expand the objectives 
of National Insurance Account, allowing the following benefits to the exporters :— 

(i) The ECGC cover for MSMEs may be enhanced to 95% 

(ii) For MSMEs there would be no restriction on sectors on markets while for non-MSMEs 
the support would be limited to Textiles (including handicrafts and handlooms), gems and 
jeweler, leather, engineering products, carpets, project goods, auto components and 
chemicals. 

(iii) The scheme would be available upto 30.06.2009 and would be reviewed thereafter. For 
all policies sanctioned upto 30.06.2009, the claims could be processed in 2009-10 and 
2010 - 11 . 

(iv) The increase of insurance risk cover to banks from 75% to 85% would be limited to 
MSME exporters only.
